Bill Outlines “Finder’' Procedure 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Persons who befriended a 
stray animal or cam e into custody of “ any article of 
value adrift” would be required to report the finding of 
these lost and unclaimed animals or articles to the 
sheriff under term s of a new bill introduced in the 
Indiana House. 
The bill was introduced by Rep 
Donald R. Lash, 
RMarshall. It provides that the sheriff would sell at 
auction any animals or items valued at m ore than $200 
while the finder would keep those of lesser value, 
providing the owners did not claim them w ithin OO days 
after the report was first filed with the sheriff. 


Opposes Food Stamp Price Raises 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — State Sen. Rudolph Clay, 
D*Gary, said Monday he has written President Ford 
expressing “ direct opposition” to raising food stamp 
prices. Clay said he also has contacted Hoosiers in 
Congress urging similar opposition and indicated he will 
ask the Gary City Council to adopt a resolution taking the 
sam e stand against price rises. 


Boys Killed In Explosion 


INDIANAPOLIS (U P I) — Two small boys were killed 
Monday when an explosion and fire caused extensive 
dam age to an apartm ent on the city ’s near E ast Side. 
Fire officials said the bodies of George Sells, 4, and four- 
month-old Ricky Parsley, his step-brother, were found in 
the debris of the upstairs apartm ent w here the blast of 
undetermined origin triggered a fire. Steven Parsley, 21, 
Ricky’s father, suffered 65 per cent burns over his body 
and was hospitalized in " fa ir” condition. His wife, Trina, 
19, was not home at the time. She was treated for shock 
upon learning of the tragedy. 


Secretary Butz Gets The Word 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Presidents of the Illinois, Iowa 
and Indiana Farm Bureaus told Agriculture Secretary 
E arl Butz Monday that the relaxation of grain export 
restrictions he advocates “ is not enough.” 
They urged an end to monitoring altogether. 
In a joint statem ent released in Chicago after the 
meeting, George Doup of Indiana, J. Merril Anderson of 
Iowa, and Harold B. Steele of Illinois said, 
“ Until 
monitoring is ended, grain farm ers will continue to 
suffer lower prices for the grain they produced in 1974 
“ We urged the secretary to use his considerable 
influence in 
the Ford administration 
to bring an 
im m ediate end to the monitoring system begun last fall 
in an attem pt to control export of American grain. 
“ The effect has been disrupting to grain m arkets and 
discouraging to American grain farmers, who have seen 
grain prices fall drastically inspite of grain production 
which fell far short of production intentions ” 
The F a rm Bureau presidents warned farm ers are still 
making their production decisions for 1975 


Warplanes Strike Ethopian Guerillas 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI) — Ethiopian w arplanes bombed

But even in the heat of the 
present 
disputes 
over 
each 
other’s tax package, a future- 
looking note is heard. House 
Speaker Phillip E. Bainbridge, 
D-Highland—referring to criti­ 
cal statem ents made by Senate 
President pro tem Phillip E. 
G utm an, R-Fort Wayne, and 
S en ate 
F inance C om m ittee 
C hairm an Lawrence Borst, R- 
Indianapolis, about the Demo­ 
cratic sales tax holiday propos­ 
a l-s a id , “ I don’t consider that 
an outright refusal to consider 
it ultim ately down the road as 
part of the program . I still 
think it is possible that it could 
be adopted.” 
Holiday Unfeasible—GOF 
Considering that Gutman and 
Borst called the Dem ocratic 
sales tax holiday economically 
unfeasible and nothing but an 
attention grabber, and charged 
the whole Democratic package 
would dism antle property tax 
relief and lead to new 
tax 
increases, that is hope. 
But Bainbridge did wave the 
truce flag, saying. “ If Senator 
Gutm an 
and 
Senator 
Borst 
want to m ake some proposal to 
open the door and co n sid er 
certain bills if we consider 
certain bills, I would certainly 
not foreclose that possibility .” 
At this point, with 20 session 
days already expended from a 
total 61, the likelihood of a 
sales tax holiday being enacted 
is poor. But the chances of 
some 
exemptions 
from 
the 
sales tax, such as for eyeglass­ 


es, false teeth and hearing aids, 
is good. 
Revenue sharing with city, 
town and county governments 
also seem s a probable ingredi­ 
ent of any future taxpayers’ 
relief package since both the 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
favor it in different amounts. 
Before .agreem ent on 
any 
budget can be achieved, first 
the 
Democratic-controlled 
House 
and 
Republican-con­ 
trolled Senate m ust agree on 
whether it shall be a one-year 
or a two-year spending pro­ 
g ram . 
One 
suggestion 
for 
compromise has been a two- 
year planning program with a 
one-year specific appropriation 
of funds. 
Other Issues Possible 
Among legislative reporters, 
there also is partial agreem ent 
that a few other m ajor issues in 
addition to budget and taxpay- 
ers-help packages will em erge, 
but 
with 
the unanimity 
accord 
:o other two, and 
that certain others probably 
will die. 


Most felt that the proposed 
ratification of the am endment 
to the U. S- Constitution for 
equal rights regardless of sex is 
not likely to occur this session, 
although several qualified this. 


“The only way it could get 
through the Senate is for the 
governor to get behind it and 
shove,” one veteran said.

Doctor Donald Coggan was 
enthroned last Friday as the 
101st. Archibishop of Can­ 
terbury. 
The 
90-minute 
ceremony took place in the 
great Canterbury Cathedral 
with its precincts ringed by 
uniformed police. Security was 
the tightest in history in the 
wake 
of 
Irish 
Republican 
bombings and other terrorists in 
Britain. 
The Vatican was represented 
at this Church of England ritual 
for the first time in the 400 years 
since the body denied papal 
supremacy and broke with 
Roman Catholicism. 
The new spiritual leader of 65 
million people, including three 
m i l l i o n 
A m e r i c a n 
Episcopalians, preached to 3,000 
inaugural guests. In his first 
sermon as the new archbishop, 
the Reverend Coggan deplored 
divisions among Christians and 
demanded that it end. Sounding 
like Pope Paul VI, he called for 
more sacrifice to help the poor. 
He called on Christians to tell a 
troubled world that “ We are not 


interested 
in 
defeat.” 
Acknowledging that church 
membership is shrinking the 
new leader of the Church of 
England insisted the church’s 
message be one of realism and 
confidence to overcome a world­ 
wide crisis. “ We must grow till 
our arms get right around the 
world,” he said, “ for our world 
desperately needs loving.” 
We like the sound of the ar- 
chibishop’s opening message. 
Our congratulations to all of our 
Episcopalian friends and to the 
millions of Church of England 
communicants 
who ' are 
privileged to follow such

Actually, in early days of the 
state, any candidate merely 
made form al announcement 
and 
started 
to 
campaign 
statewide to gain recognition. 
The first statewide primary law 
was enacted in 1915. 
Without 
the 
benefits 
of 
political party backing, can­ 
didates had to explore other 
ways to gain statewide name 
recognition, still essential for 
victory at the polls. As a result, 
organizations such as the Klu 
Klux 
Klan 
and 
WCTU 
dominated the Hoosier political 
scene with tragic results. 
Modern 
technology 
has 
provided another way to gain 
public recognition, through 
advertising and television. It is 
expensive. Without organized 
backing, a political hopful would 
have to spend a personal for­ 
tune, or raise almost unlimited 
funds to launch a successful 
campaign. 
The present party system, 
although 
im perfect, 
is 
in­ 
tertwined with our form of 
government. 
We 
should 
im­ 
prove rather than destroy the 
system. 
Have you read your child’s 
texbooks recently? I have, and 
like many, was appalled. All too 
many undermine the free en­ 
terprise system of government 
in not too subtle terms. A ground 
swell of public opinion is 
sweeping 
across 
the 
land 
concerning textbook selection, 
and has arrived in Indiana. 
Tests 
are 
proposed 
and 
studied by a state commission 
made up primarily of educators. 
An approved list of several 
possible selections are given by 
local 
schools, 
where 
final 
determination is made of the 
actual text to be used. A bill has 
been introduced to give non- 
educators a majority on the 
selection commission. Debate 
may force parents to take a 
closer interest in education of 
their children.

G overnor O tis R. Bowen 


■ Ifs unfortunate, but most of the 
talk in Washington about energy 
policy is centering on either the 
Administration’s pricing-taxing pol­ 
icy or the Congressional clamor for 
gas rationing. 
These are not the only choices. 
They may be the poorest choices. 
I support the majority of the 
President’s economic and energy 
proposals. My main reservation re­ 
lates to the proposed price and tax 
increases, because I don’t believe 
they will have a great deal of effect 
on fuel consumption. 
S e v e ra l influ ential C on gres­ 
sional leaders seem ready to push 
the nation into a rationing system 
as an alternative to the President's 
program. 
It’s tough to find a single ar­ 
gument in favor of rationing. There 
are a number of good reasons for 
opposing it. 
R atio n in g 's supporters argue 
that it is the only “ fair” way to ap­ 
portion fuel. In my opinion, ra­ 
tioning will only amplify existing in­ 
equities and work added hardships 
upon rural dwellers and those who 
must commute for a livelihood. 
Unless the advocates of rationing 
are prepared to print an almost 
unlimited quantity of coupons, true 
hardships will occur on a wide­ 
spread scale. I find nothing equita­ 


ble in that. Either a “white market” 
or a “black market” is certain to 
develop. That works to the benefit 
of the wealthy, who can afford to 
pay the higher prices. 
A rationing program would be far 
more difficult to manage than most 
people realize. For almost a year, 
Indiana officials have studied the 
potential impact of rationing pro­ 
grams. They conclude that the ad­ 
ministrative headaches are monu­ 
mental. 
Most important, rationing would 
further depress an already sagging 
economy by heaping new woes 
upon the automotive industry, by 
causing severe damage to busi­ 
nesses which serve travelers and 
by jeopardizing a wide range of en­ 
terprises patronized by car-driving 
customers. 
In addition, rationing will bring 
higher prices to motorists, because 
the cost of running the system 
would come from fees, coupon sur­ 
e ly 
ss or higher gas taxes. 
I could write page upon page of 
criticism. 
It is tim e fo r C o n g re s s to 
abandon this ill-conceived scheme 
and get on with the business of 
making necessary improvements to 
the President’s plan in order that 
we may address our nation’s en­ 
ergy problems in a positive way.

Poses Monumental Problems

a 
desolate, perennially frozen 
area some 250 miles north of the 
Arctic Circle, lies the largest 
petroleum discovery in North 
America. 
Geologists rate the discovery, 
made in 
1968, at 
IO billion 
barrels, about twice the size of 
the previous record-holder, the 
giant East Texas field, ac­ 
cording to Petroleum Today. 
Yet 
oil 
from 
this 
vast 
Alaskan pool will not not reach 
consumers in the lower 48 states 
until almost a decade after its 
discovery, because of numerous 
delays brought 
on 
by 
en­ 
v i r o n m e n t a l 
o p p o s i t i o n , 
regulatory hangups, and the 
monumental engineering 
task 
of building an 800-mile pipelone 
over some of the world’s most 
rugged terrain, from Prudhoe 
Bay in Alaska’s North Slope to 
the southern Alaska port of 
Valdez. 
Planning for the pipeline 
began in 1969. Eight oil com­ 
panies pooled resources to build 
the line at an estimated cost 
then of $900 million (the cost 
currently 
a p p ro a c h e s 
$6 
billion). Then the Department of 
the Interior started hearings. 
After taking 37 
volumes of 
testim ony, the 
D ep artm en t 
issued 
a 
nine-volum e 
e n ­ 
vironmental impact statement. 
Its conclusion: 
The 
pipeline 
could be built at a minimum risk 
to the environment. 


Battles Continue 
Still the court battles brought 
by opponents of the pipeline 
continued to rage. Injunctions 
were 
issued and set aside; 
decisions 
handed down 
and 
re v e rse d . Finally Congress 
passed legislation authorizing 
co nstru ction to begin, and 
contractors started to work in 
April of 1974, six years and one 
month 
from 
the 
original 
discovery. 


E s tim a te s 
now are 
th at 
construction will take another 
three years at least. The 48-inch 
pipeline must cross possibly the 
most difficult terrain, from a 
construction viewpoint, in the 
world. The earth is frozen the 
year-round except for a thin 
surface layer which thaws to 
about an 18-inch depth during 
the four months of summer. 
Some 14,000 workers eventually 
will have to be hired for the 
construction. After the oil starts 
to flow, the number will drop to 
a total of about 450 employes for 
operation, 
monitoring 
and 
maintenance. 


Taking into consideration all 
the difficulties, the Alaska 
pipeline has been called the 
g re a te st 
engineering 
and 
construction project ever un­ 
dertaken by private enterprise. 
But the benefits will 
be 
enormous. The line will carry 
some two million barrels of oil a 
day to an energy-hungry nation. 
The Alaska natives themselves 
will receive almost $500 million 
in oil revenues. The State of 
A laska, which already has 
received millions for leases, will 
collect millions more in taxes 
and royalties. And best of all, U. 
S. 
co n su m e rs 
will 
see 
a 
na rrow in g of the dom estic 
energy g ap that has been 
plaguing the nation. 
Road Building Difficult 
One of the most difficult tasks 
facing the oilmen building the 
Alaska 
pipeline is that of 
bringing in euipment to the 


construction area. 
It will be done in large part 
via a 360-mile service road now 
being built from the Yukon 
River north to the Arctic Circle. 
As they build the road, workers 
are being extremely careful 
with the environm ent. 
For 
example: 
— A number of temporary air 
strips along the road are being 
used to bring in supplies. Once 
the strips are no longer needed, 
they will be graded over and 
revegetated. 
Eventually 
they 
will return to their natural state. 
— The gravel being 
used 
comes from former stream - 
beds. It is removed only after 
app ro p riate 
go vernm ental 
agencies 
are 
notified 
and 
specific permission granted. 
— Vehicles are not permitted 
to travel on any unprotected 
surface in the area, such as an 
ungraded portion of the road. 
— Bridges are designed to 
provide a clearance of at least 
three feet during periods of 
maximum flooding, and their 
construction is timed to avoid 
interference with spawning or 
fish runs.

“ P ro tect the E n v iro n m e n t.’’ 
For the pipeliners know the 
haul-road won’t be a haul-road 
forever. One day it will become 
an Alaskan State highway.

Are you aware of what plaque 
is? For those who may not 
know, plaque is a major cause of 
tooth decay. A 
colorless film 
that constantly forms on the 
teeth, plaque is created when 
mouth bacteria come in contact 
with ordinary sugar in various 
foods and beverages. 
Once plaque is established on 
your teeth, more bacteria lodge 
in it and reproduce, forming 
acids 
which 
attack 
tooth 
enamel. 
Obviously, plaque formation 
is one of the reasons dentists are 
concerned over the misuse of 
sweets in the diet. 
So it goes almost without 
saying that you will be better off 
if you guard your dental health 
by 
nor over-using sw eets, 
particularly between meals. 
Instead, eat snacks such as 
raw vegetables, meat cubes, 
cheese, fruits, a glass of milk. 
Foods that make you chew 
m ay even help to 
“ scour 
aw ay” some plaque already 
formed. 
Now all this is being em ­ 
phasized this week for children. 
But why not for older people, 
too? The same conditions apply, 
though it admittedly is children 
who probably consume the most 
candy and 
such. But good 
dental health practices are the 
sam e for us all, at any age. 
The best overall diet 
for 
dental health is one that con­ 
trib u tes best also to your 
general health. Studies show 
that a diet high in protein and 
calcium is essential for the 
growth 
and 
development 
of 
sound teeth and bones. 
My advice is for everyone to 
select from the wide variety of 
foods and textures offered by 
the four food groups — the milk 
group the meat group, fuits and 
vegetables, breads and cereals. 
And rinse your mouth well after 
eating.

specific techniques you can use, 
beyond a good diet and tooth 


energy.

“disclosing agent” — a harm­ 
less dye that shows you where 
the plaque is on your teeth. 
Plaque is, you see, not easy to 
spot. After brushing, the dye 
will. disappear in a few hours, 
certainly by overnight. 
Have your dentist show you 
how to do it regularly.
